13 demand database or to select a piece of real estate from the real estate supply database. 
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1 2. (currently amended) A method for linking real estate with tenants, comprising the steps of: 

2 submitting information for a prospective tenant specifying desired real estate 

3 characteristics in a non-binding specification; and 

4 adding the information to a demand database, wherein the demand database includes a 

5 plurality of entries each corresponding to information relating to non-binding specifications of 

6 desired real estate characteristics. 

1 3. (currently amended) The method in accordance with claim 2, fiirther comprising the steps 

2 of: 

3 providing a real estate supply database including a plurality of entries each 

4 corresponding to information relating to characteristics of real estate that is or is scheduled to 

5 be available; 

6 upon addition of the information to the real estate demand database, automatically 

7 comparing the information specifying desired real estate characteristics to entries within the real 

8 estate supply database; and 

9 determining one or more matches between the information specifying desired real estate 
10 characteristics and the entries of the real estate supply database.

3 presenting the one or more matches to the prospective tenant.

7 selected by the prospective tenant.

4 taking a virtual reality tour of the real estate corresponding to at least one match of the
